4. A cDNA clone, referred to as DNA44205-1285 (SEQ ID NO:374) in the above- 
identified U.S. Patent Application, was identified as encoding the PRO701 
polypeptide (SEQ ID NO:375). 

5. U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/080328, filed on April 1 , 1998, discloses 
sequences designated as SEQ ID N0:1 (Figure 1) and SEQ ID N0:2 (Figure 2) which 
are identical to SEQ ID NO: 374 and SEQ ID NO:375, respectively, of the current 
U.S. Patent Application. 

6. U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/080328 fiirther discloses that PRO701 
corresponding to SEQ ID NO:375 is a neuroligin protein homolog.
